MYSTIC DICTATOR

Although a statesman and 
economist, Ollvelra Salazar js a great 
connofsscur and lover of French 
Hterature and political and = moral 
philosophy. ie. ndmits drawing 
Inspirntion from Maurras, at present 
the most active and bellicose expon- 
ent of the royntist {dea in France, He 
docs not share Maurras’s “royalist 
obsession” but agrees with him on 
the difference between democracy and 
demophilia. and the evil wrought by 
the ‘confusion of these two terms, 

“We all love the people,” he said, 
“but just because we love It we can- 
not allow the dispersion of yovern- 
ment. Social science teaches that 
regimes change ond vary with times 
and conditions, There is-no ideal 
political order good for ‘all times and 
all peoples, On the other hand, there 
are certain fundamental principles 
without which true government Js 
impossible and which are applicable 
in all regimes.” 4 : 

1 wanted to know his explanation 
of the fact that all modern dictators 
came from the ranks of the people. 
“It may be a simpic coincidence," he 
said, admitting, however, that this 
fact raised a number of Interesting 
problems,’ “It is Just possible that 
the upper classes have exhausted 
their mission. For the rest, no social 
class forms a closed community to- 


day. The nobility Is rejuvenating by” 


drawing fresh blood from the lower 
chusses,”" 

He ‘feels that we pay too much 
attention to learning to-day. Learn- 
Ing does not necessarily make for 
happiness, ' One may be illiterate and 
yet be very happy. “They mistake 
learning for intelligence,” he de- 
‘plored, “and crudition for. culture, 
Erudition Js within everybody's reach 
but it does not mean much, Culture, 
on the contrary, Js the development 
of intelligence Which alone can teach 
man how to cope with the fundamen- 
tal problems of !ifc."" 

Mr. Salazar shores the view .of 
many statesmen that the study of 
the classics is an _ecssentfal clement 
of true culture. The Ilnguistic pers 
fection of Greek and Latin Js a moral 
teaching by Itself. The ancients 
_knew how to think well and how to 
write down thelr thoughts well. One 


‘cannot study Latin without thinking] 


‘logically. And It js most essential for 
men to think well because they can- 
not know overything, Mr. Salazar be- 
Neves. According to this principle 
the Portuguese dictator thinks a long 
time before he writes something, but 
once he sits down to write it Is the 
final version, -He very seldom 
corrects anything in his proofs. © 
“True culture,” he concluded, “dos 
not consist in stuffing the brain with 
notions but in shaping the mind and 
teaching it to observe, think and draw 
its own conclusions. I excuse my 
younger sceretarics from Isnowing 
much but I'inslst that they thinl.”
